ttie wisdom and patriotism of our fathers 
seema threatened with instant rum."

t MR CCZLER . I am filled with deep emo

You have kindly 
suggested that on my hand is thq task of 
restoring peace to the present distraction of 
tfce countiy.

Osage Orange aa a Hedge. 


Cultivate the'row the first year about as. 


you would a row of corn ; that is, enough 
to keep the weeds down. Use the hoe 
among the plants for the same purpose.— 
Under ordinary care, in usually favorable 
seasons, most of the plants will live, for the 
Osage is really very tenacious of life ; if 
any die, set out large, .vigorous ones in June 
which have been .selected, at the time of 
planting, for this purpose. Such plants 
may be .kept in a cool cellar safely till June. 


In the full, go along with the plow and 


throw a.lightiurrow up agaiuat the plants 
on each side; follow in the furrow a second 
time after this, going a little deeper, and 
then a third deeper still—making three fur- 
rows in width cm: each side. 
This forms a 


safe winter protection, and is always needed 
in the northwest. In southern Illinois and 
in Missouri, where the wintora are less se- 
vere, they may riot require this precaution. 


Cultivate again next..year to keep the 


weeds and grass.in subjection. The follow- 
ing spring the bed should be seeded with a 
heavy coating-of blue grass aad clover.— 
Let the straggling weeds be pulled up dur- 
ing the season. 


As before indicated, the Osage is a ten- 


der plant in the north until it has gone 
through a certain amount of acclimation. 
The leading object is and always must be 
to make it hardy. To do this, let the roots 
get the best possible hold upon the soil.— 
Do not clip at all until the spring of the 
third year, that is, not until after two years' 
g_rowth in the soil. Then ssveep the whole 
line smooth with the ground, cut off the tops 
with a. bush scythe or some similar imple- 
ment quite down below all the buds. This 
may be done as early in the spring as the 
weather appears favorable for general farm 
work, or may be delayed until the sap be- 
gins to start and the buds expand. The 
roots have the power of obtaining a large 
amount of sap. 
This is favorable, for you 


want a fence by this time without much 
more delay. It has not cost you much care 
nor outlay thus far, and you are only asked 
to wait a few weeks or; months, perhaps lon- 
ger, for a fully established hedge. 


After cutting the row close to the ground 


in the spring, as soon as the free circula- 
tion of sap takes place, several young 
shoots will be forced out from each stump. 
Every plant will give from five to ten.of 
these shoots. They will rise with great ra- 
pidity, and at each leaf will stand a thorn 
as pointed and hard as can be produced by 
plant growth. The height they will attain 
the first season may vary ^from three to five 
feet, according, to the vigor of the. plant. 
The strength of the soil in which they stand 
and condition of the seasons, as being fa- 
vorable or unfavorable for growth. Some- 
times a single shoot from the Osage Orange 
grows to the height of ten to fifteen feet in 
one season. Just as soon as the whole row 
attains the height of a cow's head, it will 
form a barrier against horned cattle. 
Hor- 


ses are in perfect dread of the sharp spires, 
and seldom make a second attempt upon 
the young row. Fat hogs are the most 
troublesome creatures to a hedge. They do 
not feel the sting of the thorns upca their 
mas.i of obesity, and will disregard the.best 
hedge, unless the plants are set so near to- 
gether that they cannot push their way 
through them.: Lean hogs are more sensi- 
tive to the thorns, and more easily fenced 
against by hedges. 
Sheep never trouble 


them, except thosa made of such shrubs as 
they like to brocse upon; but the Osage 
has a sticky^ acrid juice which few animals 
will touch, aside from the dread of thorns.

SINGULAR LIBEL SUIT.—A libel suit 


which elicited considerable interest, was 
tried last week in the Jefferson county cir- 
cuit court, 
The action was originally com- 


menced in Dodge county, by Mr. R. Farns- 
worth of Oak Grove, against S. H. Bur- 
hams aud C. G. Scott.- 


As we'have learned the case, the defend- 


ants were the publishers of a map of Dodge 
county, and in soliciting subscribers, repre- 
sented that the map should show the loca- 
tion of each farm with the name of the 
owner printed upon the same. The plaintiff 
owns a farm in Oak Grove. The defend- 
ants solicited him to subscribe; the plaintiff 
declined; and thereupon the defendants, 
instead of giving to the plaintiff his true 
name upon the map, published thereupon 
a ridiculous nickname, for the purpose of 
making the plaintiff an object of contempt 
and ridicule. 


The jury found a verdict for plaintiff for 


$550 damages.

The list of names of conspirators pre- 


sented a most astonishing array of persons 
high in southern confidence, aud some 
whose fame is not confined to this country 
alone. Statesmen laid the plan, bankers 
endorsed it, and adventurers were to carry 
it into effect. 
As they understood Mr. 


Lincoln was to leave Harrisbnrg at 9 o'clock 
this morning, by a special train, the idea 
was, if possible to throw the train from the 
road at some point where they could rush 
down a steep embankment and destroy in a 
moment the lives of all on board. 


In case of a failure in this attempt their 


plan was to surround the earriage on the 
way from the depot in Baltimore and assas- 
sinate him with a dagger or pistols. So 
authentic was the source through which the 
information was obtained that Mr. Lincoln, 
upon counselling with his friends, was com- 
pelled to make arrangements that would en- 
able him to subvert the plans of his ene- 
mies.

FLAX A SUBSTITUTE FOR COTTOX.—Ste- 


phen M. Allen has been writing a series of 
articles to the Boston Courier in which be 
takes the ground that flax cau be advantc.- 
geously^substituted for cotton. His main 
positions-are summed upas follows-by him- 
self: 


In conclusion, allow me to say that flax 


can be raised in any of the northern states, 
at a profit to the farmer. That it /s not an 
-exhaustive crop, when cultivated preparato- 
ry tq the new system for manufacturing 
" fibrilia." .That it can be cottonized in 
Massachusetts (whether the liuten is raised 
iu this state or in the west,) at a cost which 
when added to the cost of the linten, shall 
be less than cotton. That all yarns or 
cloths made from it, either of pure flax or 
mixed with "cotton, are-stronger than as 
though made of cotton alone, and in every 
respect better. -That from present appear- 
ances, any quantity of flax which may be 
wanted will be produced in the north, .as 
fast as the machinery can be made to work 
it up ; and that the state of Ohio aloue can 
raise more " fibrilin. " than the whole cotton 
crop of the south. 


Another writer, E. H. Derby, says : 
In the ordinary culture of flax, the great 


expense is after the plant has ripened.— 
Five-sixths of the expenses are incurred in 
preparing the ripened flax by the old and. 
wearisome procass for the spindle. This I 
am assured is avoided by the new process, 
and the crop requiring little more care than 
a field of corn, by horse power harvested 
like hay, and then threshed and broken by 
mechanism, is.by solvents then converted 
into flax cotton, and afforded to the manu- 
facturers, as I am credibly informed, at 8 
cents per pound. The results in Indiana 
and Ohio show that vast tracts of land are 
cultivated for the seed only, and that 15 
bushels of flax seed, with nothing from the 
straw, annually pay the cultivator better 
.than wheat, 


The new process converts the refuse straw 


of a good acre of flax, otherwise worthless, 
into 1000 pounds of linten, a textile mater- 
ial worth $30.to $40, and into a ton aud a 
quarter more of shives, stated to be nearly 
as valuable as hay, for feeding stock, and 
worth $20 more. 


If the cultivator in Indiana and; Ohio 


can afford to raise flax for the seed (and 
the best flax is raised in the colder climate 
of Belgium—Belgium, whose land is worth 
$200 per acre,) it is safe to say that the 
crop here will not impoverish the farmer, 
if he can get $50 or $60 more for the crop 
than the farmer of Ohio, besides a higher 
price for his seed than the farmer in Ohio.

It is to bear heavy cannon, its artillery men 
are to be sheltered by cotton bags, aud its 
perpendicular sides are to be covered with 
iron plates. It is to be shoved ahead by a 
steamboat, and when it gets under the 
walls, a scaling party is to mount thorn on 
ladders, and the thing is done. Perhaps! 
Some military men entertain the opinion, 
however, that it will prove a floating sarco- 
phagus, and certainly, if history is any 
teacher or experience any guide, we may 
predict for this scheme the same fate which 
befell the batteries and rafts which were 
employed at the siege of Gibraltar|in the 
year of 1781.

were cut down and walled with timber 
huge rafts were made of the same solidity 
indestructible by fire, lined with sand and 
cork, and so arranged as to be kept con- 
stantly wet. Roofs and sides were to throw 
off the glancing shot, and the latter, mount 
ed with heavy cannon, were relied upon 
with confidence by the assailants.

some hours' firing, however, a raft on which 
the Prince of Nassau was stationed, took 
fire, and the French engineer, who was on 
board, perceived that his huge and unwieldi 
machine, covered, with , bull , hides,, coy 
hides and ox hides, began to smoke, ant 
soon after the whole fleet and flotilla, raft 
and batteries, were burned or knocked to 
pieces. The rafts could not be moved from 
their places, and became the grave-yard o 
their crews. 


Such will be the fate of the Charleston 


raft as soou as it is towed, if it can be 
within the range of the hot shot of For 
Sumter.

COBS'.—Last season I planted corn alon 
side of fall wheat, .1 discovered a grea 
many chinch bugs on the wheat. 
Having 


seen a statement that Hungarian gras 
would keep them out of corn, I left, a nar 
row strip between wheat and corn, anc 
about the first of June sowed Hungarian 
grass, thick. At the cutting of the wheat 
the bugs left for the corn, but they did no 
'get to it, although they were so thick tha 
they could be scraped up by handfulls.— 
They did not get in the Hungarian gras 
more than two-feet. I think a strip tei 
feet wide is a sure protection to corn.
